An aiticle in MorniDg Telegraph of Monday 
makes (on e (OgceBticns of things probable or 
pcssib'e to happen in ronnection with eastern 
racing next year that is of interest to those taho 
follow the fortunes of the tnrf. It is as follows: 
“Beestnred by the success of the season of 
1S99 the racing associations of the metropolitan 
district are already making preparations for an 
increase in the value of the stakes and purses 
to be offered next year. 

*‘More than half a million was distributed 
among hoiscmen last leason, and the prospects 
,are that this snm will be increased by at least 
$250,(00 in 19C0. There is a prospect that the 
pnrses of the Coney Island Jockey Ciub will bo 
raised so that $1,0C0 will be the lowest amount 
run for in any race. The question has not yet 
b:)eu definitely decided, but efiicial anonnce 
ment to that effect will probably be made in a 
few days. 

“Thcujh no disposition toward overdoing 
the matter, as was the case several years ago, 
will be shown, it can be said that ail the associ- 
ations will increase the amcnnts of money 
added to their events. The programmes of the 
Westchester Racing Association, the Coney 
Island Jockey Club, Brooklyn Jockey Club and 
Brighton Beach Racing Association for the 
season of 1900 have xot been fully decided on, 
but when they do appear they will certainly 
make pleasant reading for the horsemen. 

“There is nothing more conducive to public 
confidence in racing than large stakes and 
purses. A conservative tnrf patron may have 
his ‘doubts’ about some horses in a race for a 
$500 pnrse, but even the most prononnced fault- 
finder is loath to pick out ‘dead ones’ in a $5,000 
stake. 

“There ere many questions of policy to be 
considered by the Jockey Club stewards dniing 
the winter, and the prospects are that the mem- 
bers of the board will have their time pretty 
much cccnpied. One thing is certain. A great 
many things that happened last year will not 
happen again. There are a few persons who 
appeared as trainers and jockeys at the metro- 
politan tracks who will have to apply their oc- 
cnpations elsewhere. 

“The conservative policy adopted by the 
Jcckey Club will be adhered to ss far as pos- 
sible. There will be no ‘grandstand’ plays, but 
when it comes to granting licenses for next 
year there will be a great amount of quiet 
weeding-ont done. 

“The question of dates for next season is an 
all-absc ibing one with the associations. Last 
year’s sebednle was satisfactory to all in a gen- 
eral way. There were some few complaints, but 
nothing of import. But the allotment for next 
year will be no easy task. If present plans are 
carried out, ex-Corporation Counsel W. H. 
Clark exnects to have the Empire City Club in 
such condition that he will be able to present its 
claims for dates at the Yonkers track. If he 
succeeds, and there is at the present time no 
aign of failure, it will be necessary to so arrange 
the dates to give him a place as to make racing 
every day at Morris Park and Sbsepshead Bay 
obligatory if the full schedule is carried out. 

“Bucb an arrangement would, no doubt, prove 
satisfactory to all concerned — horsemen as well 
as the associations.it Few trainers like to have 
an ‘off day’ when their horses are ready to run, 
and the ‘gate’ would not be affected adversely. 

“What will tbecome of Saratoga in the event 
of crowdicg the dates to admit the Empire 
track is a bard question. If the accordion plan 
is adopted it will leave a number of ‘free’ 
dates during July to be utilised by Saratoga. 
But if the other ‘only way’ is taken, Saratoga 
must conflict. How this wiU be taken by Pres- 



ident Walbanm remains to be seen. He made 
a hard fight for ‘clear’ dates last year, and got 
them. Having for the first time tasted the 
sweets of a profitable season, it is more than 
likely that he will be opposed to any alteration 
in the schedule. There is a prospect of lively 
times when it comes to a question of decision, 
but it will probably be satisfactorily arranged. 

“The change in the management of the Sara- 
toga arsrciation, by which President Kearney 
was succeeded by Mr. Walbaum and Secretary 
Chilton by Charles Rhne, may mean nothing 
more then an arrangement of business inter- 
ests; but, then, again, it may. President Wal- 
banm sssertsthat it 'has no political signifi- 
cance.’ He knows; but, like all astute politi- 
cians, be hes a habit of not telling it allatonce. 

“It is well known that the Jockey Club, as an 
organization, desires to get bold of Saratoga. 
It is also well known that Mr. Walbanm refused 
to accept the price offered by the club, last 
year, while Mr Kearney was anxions to sell. 
If there have been recent propositions sub- 
mitted by the Jockey Clnh it is not known. No 
one in a position to tell will admit or deny it. 
If there bas been and Walbanm will not sell, 
what will happen? If the date sebednle is 
arranged without reference to Saratoga, what 
will Walbanm do? Perhaps be doesn’t qnite 
know himself, but, judging from the past, if 
there is a hitch there will be 'something 

doing ’ ” 

GOSSIP OF THB TURF. 



A recent dispatch from Birmingham, Ala., to 
the Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune said: 

“Steps have been take n to secure a decision 
by a higher court on the anti-pool-selling law, 
which was declared nneonstitntional by Judge 
N. B Feagin, of the Inferior Criminal Court of 
Birmingham, a special police court of only mis- 
demeanor and justice of the peace jurisdiction. 
At a number of churches sermons were preached 
deucunciug the sale of pools at the State Fair 
Grounds, which has fcllowcd Judge Feagiu’s 
decision, and, althongh Feagin was not person- 
ally criticised, the preachers all charged that 
t he most f minent legal counsel had declared 
the anti-pool-selliog law constitutional. The 
Ministers’ Union of the city held a mest- 
ing and decided to co-operate with the 
Christian Union of Jefferson County, which 
has already declared itself determined to 
carry the case higher. The labor unions, 
which boycotted the State Fair bscanse union 
labor was not employed in erecting the 
bnildicgs, have also offered their co-operation. 
Probable action will be an appeal from Fea- 
gin’s decision to the Supreme Court. The ma- 
jority of the lawyers appear to believe the 
Supreme Court will sustain the law. The Ala- 
bama horsemen will have won as far as the 
present races are concerned, and they are in 
full blast, with large crowds in attendance. It 
is understood that they will make stupendons 
efforts to have the present law repealed by the 
General Aseembiy next year should the Supreme 
Court meanwhile declare it nneonstitntional,’

banner year. 1 rode 102 winners, which heads 
the list, and I made abent I25,C00. Jockeys 
make big money, but yon must remember they 
spend a lot. Money seems to be going in every 
direction.

I have saved some of my earn- 
ings, but not as mneb as yon would think,’’

his services as long as he rides on the coast.
